WASHINGTON, July 24—Rep. 


J Dewey (R) III., an official observ- 
er to the United Nations monetary ! 
and financial conference, asserted j 
today that congress probably will 
not approve the agreem ent reach­ 
ed by the 44 nations on postwar 
currency stabilization. 
Bark from the meeting at B a t­ 
ton Woods, N. H., which concluded 
Sunday, 
Dewey commented that 
"I’m almost 
sure they 
won t, at 
least not in its present form " 
Dewey, who wa* not a delegate, j 
said he was sent to the conference 
as an observer by the house com­ 
m ittee on postwar economic policy 
and 
planning, of 
which he 
is a 
member. The American delegation 
was composed of four members of 
congress, 
two 
Republicans 
and 
two 
Democrats, and 
a Chit ago I 
banker. 
"I think the conference wa* very > 
constructive," commented Dewey, j 
"to the extent that member* rep­ 
resenting 44 nations could discus* 
world requirem ents for postwar re­ 
habilitation, but I'm not equally 
convinced that the plans proposed 
will prove acceptable to the Amer­ 
ica**

exists now*. However, it provides a 
basis for study." 
The conference reached agree­ 
ments on an 8 billion 800 million 
dollar national m onetary fund for 
stabilizing postwar currencies and 
a 9 billion IOO million dollar world 
bank for international reconstruc­ 
tion. The agreem ent is subject to 
ratification by congress and the 
executive and legislative bodies of 
the other participating United and 
Associated Nations

"I don’t believe time could be

Feeding Habits Unknown 


One of the things we don’t kn<»w 
about them is what they feed on. 
Ti <• popular belief that they live 
on berries and fruit juices can­ 
not be substantiated. 
The idea 
that they live as parasites on 
small animals also falls down. 
Such small animals have been ex­ 
amined repeatedly without finding 
any chiggers. 
They have been 
found attached to the skin of 
snakes. 
The season of their activity is 
from about July second to the end 
of September. But they are not so 
fierce as the summer wears out. 
The popular belief that they 
climb up the body and get on the 
chest and in the armpits also 
breaks down under experimental 
investigation. They get into the 
ankles and knees, and if you walk 
waist high through bushet where 
they live you will get them st the 
level of contact, but the fellow 
who got them under the armpit 


lay down so as to give them a 
good chance. 
They are very small—150 mi­ 
crons, about twenty times as big 
as a human red blood cell -invis­ 
ible to the naked eye though they 
can be seen with a bund lens. They 
pass through the weave of any 
ordinary clothing. 
Attached to Skin 
They do not burrow into the 
skin, hut sink their pmcerlike 
jaws into the skin and stay at­ 
tached. They are especially likely 
to seize the skin at the edge of a 
hair follicle as a goo I place to get 
a grip. 
The itching to a sensitive indi­ 
vidual from a set of chigger bites 
is almost intolerable. It is worst 
on the third day, but lasts unless 
treated for about eight days. 
A 
widespread and serious infesta­ 
tion will cause a fever and pros­ 
tration although (bath has never 
been r*ported. In Japan, however, 
a similar mite causes the fatal 
Japanese river fever. 
For treatment any antiseptic 
that will kill the creature, or any 
anti-itching lotion is helpful. 
A 
small bottle of straight carbolic 
and dipping the stick end of a 
match in the liquid so that it is 
just moistened and touching each 
bite doe* the trick. The carbolic 
stops itching and kills the bug at 
the same time.

QUESTIONS \N D ANSWERS 
E. K.: Is it safe to reduce with 
a licensed physician at a clinic 
using thyroid extract and will it 
have any effect on the eyes.?
